Larry Agran is hoping a flood of tainted money and bizarre alliances keep him in power

B ased on displays of hostility 

between various Republican and 
Democratic officials in Orange 
County, residents might assume we enjoy 
a healthy, competitive, political environ¬ 
ment in which both sides serve as watch¬ 
dogs eager to expose the opposition’s 
slimy characters and dirty maneuvers. 

But what if the partisan labels, mad- 
dogging and harsh words were diversion¬ 
ary accouterments in a show of deception? 
What if the two supposed enemies were 
quietly working in 
unison to achieve 
a nefarious goal 
they didn’t want the 
public to discover? 
What would such 
theatrics look like? 

Thanks to Larry 
Agran, Irvine’s 
senior career politi¬ 
cian, we don’t have 
to guess. First 
elected to the City 
Council 34 years 
ago, Agran’s aggressive, nanny-state liber¬ 
alism made him a lefty hero and a target 
for ridicule among OC Republicans. For 
nearly two decades, there wasn’t any¬ 
thing fake about the contemptuous battle 
between the two camps. 

Agran, now 67, continues to speak as 
though those days still exist, when he 
was a rebel outsider fighting for the little 
guy against powerful, moneyed interests. 
He utters passionate lines memorized 
during that era, but nowadays, the words 
are hollow. The outsider became the 
entrenched insider 12 years ago, when 
his political machine took over the city, 
its coffers and one of the biggest prizes 
in California municipal history. 

The federal government’s gift of the El 
Toro Marine Corps Air Station to Irvine 
put Agran’s 3-2 council majority in control 
of land worth tens of billions of dollars, an 
end-of-the-Cold War move that inexorably 
altered the local political landscape. Agran 
became the gatekeeper to the potential 
spoils of more than 4,700 acres of prime 
Southern California property now called 
the Orange County Great Park. 

The Republican real-estate develop¬ 
ers and businessmen who’d funded bitter 
campaigns against Agran didn’t just sud¬ 
denly become silent about their old foe. 
They became his primary source of cam¬ 
paign revenue. It helped that members of 
Agran’s machine—hamfisted operatives 
such as the late Ed Dornan—let the busi¬ 
ness community know the newfound 
mutual-admiration society depended 
on their generous donations to Agran’s 
numerous political bank accounts. 

Generosity bred generosity. With 
typically more than double the campaign 
resources of his GOP challengers, Agran’s 


Democrat operation has won six consecu¬ 
tive elections in a city with a majority of 
Republican residents. The price of such 
an arrangement is corruption: a long list 
of lucrative, no-bid city contracts has 
been given to the very businesses that 
pump as much as $50,000 at a time into 
Agran’s campaigns. 

Please don’t forget this alarming fact, 
even if the FBI looks the other way: 

Arnold Forde, Agran’s top political consul¬ 
tant, pocketed $120,000 per month in tax¬ 
payer funds for more than half a decade to 
do public relations for a local public park 
that still has not been completed. 

To maintain this shady status quo, 
Agran is willing to cheat. His allies have 
recruited decoy Republican candidates 
whose mission is to sabotage legitimate 
Republican candidates by duping unwit¬ 
ting residents into splitting GOP votes in 
the Nov. 6 election. Evan Chemers has 
been assigned the task of undermining 
legitimate Republican council candidates 
Christina Shea and Lynn Schott, while 
Katherine Daigle’s mission is to put 
Agran in the mayor’s office for another 
two years by siphoning key votes from 
Steven Choi. 

It’s those battles that have revealed 
the extent of how Agran and certain 
Republican operatives and businessmen 
are secretly in cahoots. For example, the 
person who helped to convince Daigle to 
make her laughable run for mayor was 
Agran ally Patrick B. Strader. A wealthy, 
trust-fund Republican, Strader is a lob¬ 
byist for Heritage Fields El Toro LLC, 
the company on the verge of winning 
from Agran huge financial public conces-

sions for the private development of land 
around the Great Park. 

Though Strader and his family are long¬ 
time campaign contributors to Agran, who 
appointed him to a powerful city commis¬ 
sion overseeing assets worth hundreds of 
millions of dollars, Strader told gullible, 
lazy Orange County Register reporter 
Thomas Martinez that his behind-the- 
scenes contact with Daigle was benign. He 
is, he insists, neutral in the mayor’s race. 

Similarly neutral is Strader’s close 
friend Adam Probolsky, a veteran Repub¬ 
lican operative who spent years berating 
Agran as a socialist before the city got 
control of the old military air base. In 
recent years, Probolsky has praised Agran 
as a brilliant public servant. Last month, 
he hosted a sham candidates’ forum 
designed to raise Daigle’s nonexistent 
public persona. Agran underscored the 
absurdity of the event when he wondered 
aloud how anyone could doubt Probol- 
sky’s respectable neutrality. 

Because Daigle is without prior public 
accomplishment, cogent ideas or money, 
Agran and his alliance decided to fund 
her candidacy. That’s right, the cagey 
veteran Democrat is supporting a Repub¬ 
lican candidate ... in his own race! 

It gets better. 

To help Daigle wreck Republican Party- 
endorsed Choi, Agran’s alliance isn’t using 
a liberal political-action committee (PAG). 
Instead, the PAG behind Daigle’s pro- 


Agran, anti-Choi messages fiooding Irvine 
mailboxes is—drum roll, please—a Republi¬ 
can-controlled entity: Dave Gilliard’s Cali¬ 
fornia Homeowners Association (CHA). 

Gilliard is a veteran GOP strategist with 
the Sacramento-based Gilliard, Planning & 
Associates. When I asked Gilliard—a con¬ 
sultant for Irvine Republican Congress¬ 
man John Campbell, as well as Republican 
Sheriff Sandra Hutchens, Republican Con¬ 
gressman Ed Royce and Republican Super¬ 
visor candidate Todd Spitzer—to explain 
how CHA got involved, he clammed up. 

No matter: campaign-finance-disclosure 
reports prove CHA is aiding Agran’s 
efforts to keep control of Irvine. 

Wouldn’t it be oddly coincidental if Gil¬ 
liard, like Strader, was a close Probolsky pal? 
Let’s search Google to see what pops up.... 
The website for Probolsky’s consulting firm 
contains a testimonial from Gilliard: ‘We 
work with Probolsky Research on some of 
our toughest campaigns, and we win.” 

Also, CHA used Direct Marketing Inc. 
(DMI) of Orange to print the pro-Agran, 
anti-Choi messages. Erik Brown, a self- 
styled Christian conservative and long¬ 
time party activist with ties to the Orange 
County Young Republicans, owns DMI. 

He is the man who infamously submitted 
a 2010 expense to the Republican National 
Committee for a $2,000 bill from a gay- 
run, sadomasochistic-themed West Hol- 
l5rwood nightclub. Funny how Brown, like 
Strader and Gilliard, also happens to be a 
Probolsky buddy. 

Of course. Republicans plotting with 
Agran would be meaningless if someone 
didn’t step forward to pay the costs of 
the sabotage mailers. Two out-of-town 
businesses contributed $55,000 in recent 
weeks, according to disclosure reports. 
Both companies are gambling opera¬ 
tions—Casino 580 LLC in Los Angeles and 
San Bruno’s Artichoke Joe’s Casino, which 
was raided last year as part of a bust of a 
loan-sharking ring. 

In the wake of my prior published 
revelations about her ties to Strader and 
Probolsky—a paid advocate for gaming 
expansion efforts in the state—Daigle has 
appeared publicly incredulous that any¬ 
one would dare question her campaign. 
She wants us to suspend reality and, 
whatever we do, not ponder this question: 

Why would Dennis J. Sammut—the 
owner of Artichoke Joe’s seven hours away 
and a contributor to liberal politicians 
such as Diane Feinstein, John Burton, 

Don Perata, Jackie Speier, Bill Lockyer 
and Antonio Villaraigosa—spend so much 
money for an unknown rookie OC Republi¬ 
can candidate with no chance of winning? 

Maybe the party labels are meaning¬ 
less because in Irvine, money—lots of 
money—is up for grabs for anyone who 
joins Team Agran.

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[across the Macalester College campus in Saint Paul, Minnesota, 
"^Chns Kluwe passes unnoticed. As usual, the 30-year-old Minnesota Vikings 
punter is dressed down: a pair of brown flip-flops; black basketball shorts; and 
a baggy, zip-up sweat shirt. A backward World ofWarcraft hat hides his shaggy, 
brown, surfer haircut, a giveaway to the Southern California boy’s roots on this 
cool autumn afternoon. 

Kluwe climbs a staircase to the second floor of a glass building, where an 
LGBT group called “No H8”—an offshoot of the campaign against Califor¬ 
nia’s Proposition 8—is holding a promotional photo shoot. No one is expect¬ 
ing him. 

“Are you here to have your picture taken?” a woman asks as Kluwe 
approaches the check-in. 

He nods modestly. “I’m Chris Kluwe, by the way.” 

“Oh, Chris Warcraft!” she swoons, calling him by his well-followed Twitter 
handle. “I could fall over!” 

Kluwe demures bashfully, somewhere between cool and uncomfortable. 

Two young photographers whisk him away to a white backdrop and toss him 
a plain V-neck. Kluwe peels off his sweat shirt and an anime T-shirt, exposing 
his muscular torso, the product of a workout he calls “Operation Adrian Abs,” 
after Vikings running back Adrian Peterson. The photographers stamp his cheek 
with a “No H8” logo, slap a strip of duct tape over his mouth and begin posing 
him: “Cross your arms.” “Now hold them out like this.” 

As word of Kluwe’s identity spreads, the shoot becomes a spectacle. A dozen 
students gawk, whispering to one another and snapping pictures with their 


camera phones. By the time Kluwe changes back into his own clothes, a line of 
more than 30 onlookers has formed behind him. 

“More pictures?” he asks, then poses with every one of them, including the 
two photographers working the event. 

“Thank you for what you’re doing,” one says, as Kluwe heads for the door. “It 
means so much to so many people.” 

Though homophobia is far from extinct, the tide of public opinion seems to 
pull inexorably against bigotry. Last year. Congress repealed Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell, allowing gays and lesbians to openly serve in the military. Following a 
string of highly publicized suicides, schools across the country finally got the 
message and began taking an aggressive stance against gay bullying. 

Yet in 2012, none of the four major American sports has ever seen an active, 
openly gay player. This is why major-league sports are often regarded as Ameri¬ 
ca’s last closet. 

“During the times when I played, if I would have come out, I felt like I would 
have been hurt,” says Esera Tuaolo, a former Vikings player who came out pub¬ 
licly in 2002, after retiring a few years earlier. “You talk about bounties in New 
Orleans. How much do you think it would cost to take the gay guy out? To take 
the fag out?” 

But in Minnesota’s near-deadlocked vote to constitutionally define marriage 
as between a man and a woman, Kluwe has emerged as the unlikely spokesman 
for Vote No. 

“He’s going to save it for us, I swear it to you,” says Tracy Call, founder of 
Minnesotans for Equality. “And it’s going to be him alone.”

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Having no background in politics, 
Kluwe sneaked into the fight through the 
back door after writing a passionate, col¬ 
orfully vulgar letter laying out his support 
of gay marriage, in the process telling a 
Maryland legislator that gays getting mar¬ 
ried wouldn’t transform him into a “lust¬ 
ful cock monster.” The letter blew up on 
sports blog Deadspin.com with millions of 
views and hurled Kluwe into the national 
spotlight as football’s most aggressive 
straight ally to the gay-rights movement. 

“I teared up,” says Tuaolo. “For me, it 
was like Martin Luther King’s T Have a 
Dream’ speech.” 

In early October, Kluwe’s celebrity in 
the gay community crystallized when he 
appeared shirtless in a provocative cover 
story for Out Magazine, which heralded 
him as the “unlikely face of Marriage 
Equality” The Maryland Legislature 
recently awarded him an official citation 
for his “work in standing up for the equal¬ 
ity of all.” And The New York Times even 
fiew a reporter out to Minnesota earlier 
this month to profile Kluwe. 

Beyond the gay-marriage debate, Klu¬ 
we’s defense of same-sex rights is further 
evidence that the culture in major-league 
sports is finally changing, says Dan Woog, 


author of Jocks: True Stories of America's 
Gay Male Athletes. 

“For a long time, I equated sports and 
the military as sort of the two last bas¬ 
tions where it was okay to be anti-gay,” 
says Woog. “The military is now doing 
fine with the repeal of Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell, and I think sports is headed there.” 

Not bad for a kid from Los Al. 

ON A Tuesday afternoon, Kluwe is in a 
place no punter wants to be: a wheelchair. 
As he shovels chips and salsa into his 
mouth, Tiffiny Carlson, a bubbly, blond 
quadriplegic across the table, wants to 
know what he’d do if football were no 
longer an option. 

“Open a table-top miniature store in 
Southern California,” he answers with¬ 
out hesitation. 

“Really?” she asks, tickled. “I never 
thought you’d be into that!” 

“I’m a huge nerd,” he concedes, pay¬ 
ing no regard to the boom mic hovering 
above or the two cameramen circling 
like vultures. 

Kluwe has agreed to be the centerpiece 
of a documentary on spinal-cord injuries, 
which will be used to lobby for a state law 
adding a surcharge to driving violations 
to fund curative research. His day began 
at 10 a.m., climbing into a wheelchair 
from bed, then rolling to a rehabilitation 
center for weightlifting, followed by a trip 
to a specialty-care children’s hospital. 

Now he’s sitting with a group of young

men and women who are also in wheel¬ 
chairs, but not by choice. Inevitably, the 
conversation turns to the topic of the gay- 
marriage amendment. 

“It’s the same as discrimination,” 
says Kluwe. 

“I know it is!” the young woman concurs. 

“Fifty years from now, our kids will be 
like, ‘Why did we care about that?”’ pre¬ 
dicts Kluwe, a sci-fi aficionado. “‘We gotta 
discriminate against the robots!”’ 

A punter’s chances of actually sustain¬ 
ing the type of injury that would perma¬ 
nently confine him to a wheelchair are 
slim. But it’s an illuminating exercise for a 
guy whose entire life has revolved around 
the excellence of his lower limbs. 

The son of a doctor and a chemical 
engineer, Kluwe grew up in Seal Beach. 
Even as a kid, he excelled at sports—both 
as a baseball pitcher and a soccer goalie— 
and spent much of his adolescence trying 
to decide which one he’d rather go pro in. 
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“The kids didn’t play football because 
they were soccer and baseball players,” 
says his mother, Sandy “Why would you 
play football? I didn’t think he knew the 
rules of the game, to be honest.” 

But during the fall semester of 
Kluwe’s freshman year at Los Alamitos 
High School, he decided to go out for the 
school’s powerhouse football program. 

A decade of pitching in baseball had 
caused an abnormal separation in the 
growth plate of his shoulder, so on the 
advice of an orthopedist, Kluwe tried out 
to be a kicker. 

With a little practice, Kluwe’s soccer- 
ball-kicking skills translated well to 
booting the football. He attended a kick¬ 
ing camp the following summer, where 
the owners advised him he could have a 
future in the sport. 

“They told me that if I worked at it, 

I could pretty much almost guarantee I 
could get a college scholarship, and they 
said I’d have a pretty good shot at making 
it in the NFL,” recalls Kluwe. “So I was 
like, ‘Well, that seems like the greatest job 
ever, so I think I’ll practice.’” 

Kluwe’s chance to prove himself came 
in 1999 during his senior year at a play¬ 
off game against Loyola High School. 
With less than a minute to go, Loyola 
scored a field goal, putting them ahead 
by three points. 

Los Alamitos got the ball back with 37 
seconds to go. They started with a hook- 
and-ladder that bought them about 20 
yards, then chucked a 7-yard pass and 
ran out of bounds to stop the clock on 
Loyola’s 43-yard line. 

The team figured it could either try 
a Hail Mary pass to the end zone or go 
for a near-impossible, 60-yard field goal, 
recalls Los Alamitos coach John Barnes, 
the winningest high-school-football 
coach in Orange County history. When 
Kluwe was sent in, the other team was so 
sure the kick was a fake that they called 
a timeout. 

“I remember just saying, ‘Hey, nobody’s 
gonna expect you to make this, but don’t 
miss it right or left. Kick it down the mid¬ 
dle and see what you got,”’ recalls Barnes. 
“And he boomed it.” 

The kick sailed straight through the 
goalposts, breaking the California Inter¬ 
scholastic Federation’s Southern Section’s 
playoff record for distance. 

“The place went nuts,” Barnes says. 
“They started chanting his name— 
‘Kluwe, Kluwe’—the whole next three 
or four minutes while we got prepared 
for overtime.” 

The team came back and won the 
game. Kluwe was named a USA Today 
“All-High School” player, and his last- 
second heroics remain legend in OC prep 
sports—unheard of for a kicker. 

‘‘THIS is fucked-up,” Kluwe thought 
as he lay awake in bed one night in 
early September. 

The source of his unrest was an 
article he’d found earlier that evening 
on Profootballtalk.com, an insider site 
he frequents for sports news. It was 
about a letter from Maryland Delegate 
Emmett C. Burns Jr. to Baltimore 
Ravens owner Steve Bisciotti regarding 
linebacker Brendon Ayanbadejo, who 
had been appearing in ads advocat¬ 
ing for gay marriage. Burns warned 


Bisciotti that it wasn’t appropriate for 
a player to take such a controversial 
political position. 

“I am requesting that you take the 
necessary action, as a National Football 
League owner, to inhibit such expres¬ 
sions from your employees and that he be 
ordered to cease and desist such injurious 
actions,” Burns wrote. 

After about 20 minutes of tossing and 
turning, Kluwe sat in front of his com¬ 
puter and organized his thoughts into 
a rebuttal. 

“I find it inconceivable that you are 
an elected official of Maryland’s state 
government,” it began. “Your vitriolic 
hatred and bigotry make me ashamed 
and disgusted to think that you are in 
any way responsible for shaping policy 
at any level.” 

Kluwe finished the letter in a little 
more than an hour and sent it to Dead- 
spin, where he’d been tapped as a semi¬ 
regular contributor. Then he went back to 
bed and slept like a baby. 

When Kluwe looked at his phone the 
next afternoon, it was exploding with 
notifications from his Twitter account. 

“I’ll never forget it,” Kluwe says. “I 
kept track of the negative replies. There 
were probably about six of about 6,000 
responses on Twitter in that first day. It 
was overwhelmingly positive.” 

Burns quickly walked back his state¬ 
ments a couple of days later, conceding 
in an interview with the Baltimore Sun 
that Ayanbadejo “has his First Amend¬ 
ment rights.” 

But it was too late. Kluwe’s letter went 
viral, and he suddenly had a national 
audience for his campaign in favor of gay 
marriage. Minnesota is one of four states 
facing some variation of a marriage vote 
this November. Based on how these races 
have played out around the country, the 
odds are against same-sex marriage advo¬ 
cates, says Matt Barreto, political-science 
professor and poll director at the Univer¬ 
sity of Washington. 

“It could happen because, nationally, 
we know public opinion is moving more 
and more in favor of same-sex rights,” 
says Barreto. “But historically, if we look 
at the data, it doesn’t look good for these 
initiatives in other states.” 

Though the polls in Minnesota show a 
close race, the outlook for gay-marriage 
supporters might be bleaker than it 
appears, says Bill Hillsman, a political 
consultant best known for his work on 
the late Senator Paul Wellstone’s cam¬ 
paign. “I think there’s a lot of people in 
the state, especially Democrats, who may 
say one thing about what they’re going to 
do on this particular issue, and then do 
something else.” 

To defeat the amendment, it won’t be 
enough to simply piggyback on Obama 
votes, Hillsman says. Gay marriage 
groups will have to aggressively pull 
votes from independents and moderate 
conservatives. Even with a professional 
football player on their side, Hillsman is 
pessimistic the amendment’s opponents 
will be able to sway enough voters, but he 
believes Kluwe is making an impact. 

“I think what Chris Kluwe has done 
is opened up a potential audience that 
otherwise wasn’t even on the radar,” says 
Hillsman. “That audience, I would sub-

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the first NFL player to publicly come out 
of the closet. Though he believed he was 
a prime candidate for a coaching spot, 
Kopay was turned down by the NFL and 
instead spent his life after football as a 
salesman for a floor-covering business. 
Kopay later said he thought he’d been 
shunned by the league because of his 
sexual orientation. 

Though the NFL wasn’t ready for 
him, Kopay was an early revolutionary 
in the fight for equality in professional 
sports. He went on to become a board 
member of the Gay and Lesbian Athlet¬ 
ics Foundation, as well as an ambassador 
of the Federation of Gay Games. In 1986, 
he revealed a relationship with a former 
Washington Redskins player who died— 
still closeted—of AIDS that year, sending 
a message to other gay athletes that they 
weren’t alone. 

“That was groundbreaking,” says Jose 
Guillermo De Los Reyes-Heredia, profes¬ 
sor of sexuality studies for the University 
of Houston, of Kopay’s coming out. “I 
think he did it because, at that moment, 
there were a lot of gay and lesbian move¬ 
ments going on in New York, Philadelphia 
and San Francisco.” 

Despite Kopay’s bravery, football 
remained an unwelcome environment for 
gay people. The next retired player didn’t 
come out until 1992—17 years later. Being 
gay was still the greatest taboo in football, 
and even the whiff of a rumor could be 
career-ending, says Tuaolo. 

During his nine years with five NFL 
teams, Tuaolo had to completely dis¬ 
sociate himself from his sexuality. He 
regularly witnessed fistfights in the locker 
room over players calling one another 
gay, and coaches sometimes joined in the 
hazing. It was enough to make him con¬ 
template suicide. 

“It was part of my life,” he says. “That 
was my career. Everyone makes sacrifices 
in their life. For me, I had to sacrifice part 
of my humanity.” 

By the mid-2000s, the topic of homo¬ 
sexuality in major-league sports became 
impossible to ignore. In the span of a 
single week in 2007, retired NBA player 
John Amaechi came out as gay and for¬ 
mer Miami Heat guard Tim Hardaway 
came out as homophobic, bluntly saying 
in a radio interview he wouldn’t want 
Amaechi on his team. 

“You know, I hate gay people, so I let it 
be known,” Hardaway said. “I don’t like 
gay people, and I don’t like to be around 
gay people. I am homophobic. I don’t like 
it. It shouldn’t be in the world or in the 
United States.” 

Despite Hardaway’s comments and 
several death threats, Amaechi later 
announced he had “underestimated 
America” and had been overwhelmingly 
welcomed with acceptance. For fans, 
hearing the controversial debate played 
out so publicly in a single week was 
unprecedented, says Cyd Zeigler, co¬ 
founder of Outsports.com, a gay-friendly 
sports website. 

“Professional sports took a jump in our 
culture then,” Zeigler says. “They saw 
both sides in that one week.... I think 
ever since that moment, the progress of 
gay equality in sports has sped up a lot.” 

Today, it’s generally agreed that sports 
culture is more accepting of homosexual¬ 
ity, and the evidence is in the headlines. 
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mit, is younger, male and probably doesn’t 
really care that much about this issue.” 

In a race that has been viciously 
politicized, Kluwe has managed to break 
through the static with both his status 
as a professional athlete and the color¬ 
ful language he used in the letter, says 
University of Minnesota political-science 
professor Larry Jacobs. 

“You kind of expect your Democrats or 
Republicans to stand up with a bazooka 
and blow away your opponent,” says 
Jacobs. “That’s what kind of made this 
special. We’ve kind of been shaken awake 
by Chris Kluwe’s first barrage and how 
eloquent and powerful he was.” 

THIRTY minutes outside Minneapolis, 
in a spacious but modest suburban house, 
Kluwe takes a seat in his near-empty liv¬ 
ing room. Now that their oldest daughter 
is ready to start school, Kluwe and his 
wife are selling their Minnesota home, 
moving their permanent residence back 
to Orange County. 

In the meantime, only the essentials 
remain: a few Xbox games, two laptops— 
one for writing, the other for gaming— 
and a bookshelf filled with mostly science 
fiction: Isaac Asimov, Kurt Vonnegut and 
Warren Ellis. 

“I read super-fast,” says Kluwe, who 
got a perfect score on the verbal portion 
of the SAT. “Usually, a 300-page book will 
take me about two and a half, three hours 
to go through. That helped me out a lot 
in school because I didn’t go to class, and 
the night before the test, I’d be like, ‘Oh, 
I’m going to read the textbook.’” 

Though Kluwe is now the spokesman 
for a liberal cause, he doesn’t consider 
himself a Democrat. He favors neither 
Barack Obama nor Mitt Romney, and he 
describes the presidential race as a con¬ 
test to kiss the ass of the most billionaire 
donors, rather than the battle of ideas it 
purports to be. If Kluwe had to label him¬ 
self, he’d say libertarian, but that doesn’t 
quite sum it up either. 

“My ideal world is one in which we 
don’t need a government because people 
treat one another the way they want to 
be treated,” Kluwe says. “But until we fix 
human nature, that’s probably not going 
to happen.” 

Kluwe says he doesn’t see the issue of 
gay marriage as political. His philosophy 
on the subject goes back to the Golden 
Rule, and he believes an amendment that 
would constitutionally criminalize same- 
sex marriage amounts to institutional¬ 
ized segregation. 

“You see all these arguments against 
gay marriage, and they all kind of logi¬ 
cally boil down to ‘It makes me feel icky,”’ 
says Kluwe. “That’s not a valid logical 
argument! Like, tell me that gay people 
getting married is going to cause someone 
to steal your garage-door opener, or it’s 
going to cause your dog to poop in your 
front yard. I can argue against that!” 

Kluwe isn’t the only NFL player to 
enter the public discourse on gay rights. 

In 1975, three years after retiring from the 
Green Bay Packers, David Kopay became 
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Last year, Phoenix Suns President Rick 
Welts came out, and former Dallas Cow¬ 
boys receiver Michael Irvin appeared on 
the cover of Out Magazine, opening up in 
an interview about his gay brother. Former 
Pittsburgh Pirates owner Kevin McClatchy 
also came out as gay this year, as did 
retired Seattle Seahawk Wade Davis—the 
fourth NFL player to come out after retire¬ 
ment. And teams across the professional 
sports gamut are releasing “It Gets Better” 
videos with anti-gay-bullying messages, 
inspired by sex columnist Dan Savage. 

“I think the past year has seen a tip¬ 
ping point for a variety of reasons,” says 
Woog. “Everybody was sort of waiting for 
an athlete to come out in one of the major 
sports, and what happened instead was a 
lot of activity on the straight-ally front.” 

But the major leagues are not yet rid of 
homophobia. Most recently, Toronto Blue 
Jays shortstop Yunel Escobar was sus¬ 
pended for etching in Spanish what trans¬ 
lates to “You are a faggot” in the black 
paint under his eye during a game. 

The fact that Escobar was only sus¬ 
pended for three days is evidence the 
league isn’t fully committed to eradi¬ 
cating the problem, argues Dave Pal- 
lone, a gay, former baseball umpire and 
author of Behind the Mask: My Double 
Life In Baseball. 

“The Toronto Blue Jays should have 
said, ‘Go home. Take the last two weeks 
off,”’ says Pallone. “What he did was 
beyond the scope of ridiculous and 
beyond the scope of hurtful.” 

Even with the emergence of allies such 
as Kluwe, the final test has yet to come, 
says Pallone. “There’s only one thing that 
will knock down that wall entirely, and 
that will be for a male athlete in one of 
the major sports to come out while he’s 
still playing.” 

ONE month before the amendment vote, 
Kluwe is getting ready to wait tables at 
a steakhouse. It’s a Monday night, and 
Kluwe has agreed to work at a celebrity 
charity dinner organized by Vikings line¬ 
backer Chad Greenway. An hour before 
the event begins, Kluwe is in a hidden 
VIP room with black-velvet curtains and 


a flat-screen TV, perusing his Twitter feed 
on his phone. 

“Just checking the jabber,” he says. 

In these final weeks before the elec¬ 
tion, Kluwe will be a blunt instrument in 
the “Vote No” campaign. Minnesotans for 
Equality has transformed the highlights 
of his now-famous letter into T-shirts 
that read, “Lustful Cockmonster” and, 
“Beautifully Unique Sparklepony.” Half of 
the proceeds will go to the campaign, the 
other half to Kluwe’s charity. The group 
is also trying to arrange a debate between 
Kluwe and any willing Republican. So far, 
no one has volunteered. 

No matter what happens this Novem¬ 
ber, Kluwe is confident the country is 
changing for the better. 

“I think the saying is ‘History tends to 
move more toward greater equality over 
time,”’ Kluwe says. “Younger generations 
grow up and learn that, hey, having a gay 
friend or knowing someone is gay, it’s 
not the end of the world. It’s not going to 
kill you.” 

In the arena of sports, Kluwe has 
already witnessed an evolution in the 
locker room, he says. When he was a 
rookie in 2005, it was commonplace to 
throw around words such as “faggot” 
and “gay” as insults. Now that’s no longer 
acceptable. And when he does hear slurs, 
Kluwe actively calls out the other player, 
to set an example for the rookies. 

“Hopefully, when they become seven- 
year or eight-year vets, they can pass 
that on to the next generation,” Kluwe 
says. “It doesn’t matter what your sexu¬ 
ality is, as long as you can play on the 
football field.” 

When the majority of athletes accus¬ 
tomed to such language retire, Kluwe is 
confident an NFL player will finally be 
able to come out while he’s still active. 

It will be hard, Kluwe concedes, but the 
player will have plenty of support from 
people such as he. 

Asked if sexuality will ever be a non¬ 
issue in the NFL, Kluwe nods confidently. 

“Yup,” he says, stone-faced. “About 60 
years from now, when all the old people 
are dead.”

A long with being the OC GOP's Latino-out¬ 
reach coordinator or cleaning Huntington 
Beach after the Fourth of July, one of the 
most unenviable positions in Orange County 
to find yourself in is being a Thai restaurant 
in Stanton. No matter how delicious you may 
be, fans of Thai food will ignore you in favor of 
Thai Nakorn,the legendary spotthat draws in 
people from across Southern California. Sure, 
you might nab a couple of folks who don't 
know any better, but the Thai-food scene in 
the working-class city resembles an inverted 
pyramid—eventually, you'll slip down toward 
the only place that seemingly matters. 

It's an unfortunate spot for Chaba Thai to 
be in, and you can tell the owners know this. 
Free Thai iced tea in Mason jars will sud¬ 
denly appear; the to-go menus have multiple 
coupons printed along the bottom. Siamese 
design flourishes are kept to a minimum; 
there's a menu above the counter, with the 
glossy and to-go varieties, to expedite order¬ 
ing. Chaba Thai will use any edge to ensure 
customers, and it has worked, so far—lunch¬ 
time finds a steady stream of blue-collar work¬ 
ers picking up lunches, office drones spending 
a leisurely half-hour before returning to the 
grind, and young foodie types desperately 
hoping no one will discover their little secret: 
the second-best Thai restaurant in Stanton, 
and one of the best in the county. 

Given its core clientele, Chaba Thai's offer¬ 
ings veer little from the pad Thai/curry/fried 
rice/triumvirate that dominates that country's 
cuisine in Southern California—and I'm sure 
I've written this line before in other Thai-res- 
taurant reviews, but it's true. Those are fine, 
even great, but the female owners and chefs 
here distinguish themselves with second-level 
specialties: an awesome sausage platter is 
accompanied by slivers of ginger and chili, 
the perfect bar food (although I don't think 
they serve beer), as well as perfectly pungent 
green papaya salad, the shrimp paste and 
dried shrimp emitting their trademark funk. 

The chicken larb is simultaneously desiccated 
and juicy; the curries, while expected, get 
loaded up with more heat and sweetness than 
you'll find at similar competitors. Factor in the 
preposterously low prices—the lunch special 
comes with an entree, a salad and steamed 
rice for $6.95—and you'll praise Stanton anew. 

And then there's the ho mok, a dish even 
the mighty Thai Nakorn doesn't offer. Chaba 
Thai merely describes it as "coconut sea¬ 
food curry," but it's much better: It's seafood 
curry turned into custard, then topped with 
coconut cream. The savoriness, the spice, 
the pungency, the beauty: Chaba Thai might 
be David to Thai Nakorn's Goliath, but we 
know how that story turned out.

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sure. It should also say something about 
South of Nick’s that it serves two kinds 
of rice: the fluffy, pink-tinged Spanish 
rice and a more neutral mound of white 
studded with corn and other flavorful 
bits of vegetables. The plain rice rescues 
a slightly overcooked huachinango a 
la veracruzana as it soaks up the acidic 
notes of lemon and olives from the white- 
wine cream sauce draping the fish. 

But let’s talk about the endless sup¬ 
ply of hot tortilla chips. By the end of 
the night, the staff will have replenished 
your basket at least four times. And what 
you don’t finish, you can take home. The 
enduring crunch will last for days. These 
are, without question, the lightest, crisp¬ 
iest fried tortilla triangles ever made 
by a mortal. Salted while they’re fryer- 
fresh so the flavor is ingrained, they’re 
also just the right amount of greasy. You 
almost don’t even need to dip them in 
the salsa, which is modulated to the cor¬ 
rect level of hotness and consistency, 
being neither too watery nor too chunky. 

Yet even with the great food, I’m still 
unsure if the majority of South of Nick’s 
customers aren’t there just for these free 
chips and the promise of margaritas. The 
so-called Gringo Salad with ground beef 
and lettuce inside a comically large, fried 
tortilla shell seems to be the most fequently 
ordered item. In any case. South of Nick’s 
has been so successful lately I predict it 
will outpace its parent concept much as 
Lucille’s Smokehouse did Hof’s Hut. But 
what would such an expansion do? We 
already have the Mexican equivalent to 
Lucille’s: I think it’s called El Torito.

T he first thing you should know 
about South of Nick’s is that it’s 
the kind of Mexican restaurant 
that inserts a decorative, hole-punched, 
colored tortilla chip in the refried 
beans. Yet just when you’ve pegged it as 
another uppity, overpriced tortilla tor¬ 
ture chamber, you see it offers a bowl of 
albondigas with chayote and hoja santa, 
a Mesoamerican heart-shaped leaf with 
minty-herb undertones you’ve probably 
never tasted or heard of before. 

But this restaurant—the first foray 
into Mexican food by the company that 
brought you Nick’s in Laguna Beach, San 
Clemente and Belmont Shore—still does 
what all joints such as this are required 
to do. It supplies never-ending baskets of 
complimentary chips, pours margaritas 
as though it were a bottling plant, and 
attracts a clientele that Alls up the reserva¬ 
tion book on weekend nights because of 
exactly these things. There’s a crackling 
fireplace, a cavernous central room in 
which a bar has the gravitational pull of 
Jupiter and waiters who look as though 
they might be moonlighting Abercrombie 
models. But it’s the kitchen that ultimately 
makes you believe again that a Mexican 
restaurant catering to the margarita- 
minded doesn’t have to be derivative. 

Take the steak. The menu says it’s 
served fajita-style, yet absent are the 
sizzling skillets you expect when some¬ 
thing’s described as such. Not only would 
hot plates distract, but they also might 
overcook the fire-grilled filet mignon. 


which at this point is so tender it can be 
cut with a spoon. It’s served with the 
usual grilled onions and peppers, as well 
as a Are-roasted bulb of scallion, a near- 
liquefied quartered grilled tomato and a 
poblano chile oozing cheese. The pressed 
tortillas you tuck everything into are so 
thin they seem to float but are as nourish¬ 
ing as milk. The pliant discs are served 
under the simple folds of a napkin, still 
warm from the comal. 

An 5 l;hing that goes on those tortillas 
becomes even greater. The chile verde 
seems especially destined to be eaten 
inside one—this hearty stew is essentially 
a pork roast so moist it disintegrates into 
piggy ecstasy. If you’re allowing your¬ 
self only one pork dish, get this over the 
tamale, which could’ve been less dense. 
Despite its novelty, a Sonoran dog is the 
weakest thing on the menu, nearly identi¬ 
cal to what you get from the push-cart 
vendor in downtown Santa Ana, but 
pricier. A bacon-wrapped wiener covered 
with grilled onions inside a standard 
hot-dog bun is squirted with so much 
mayo, ketchup, mustard and salsa it’s 
nearly drowning. If you can’t resist trying 
it (who can blame you?) ask for the hot 
dog as the second or third item for your 
combo plate. At least then, you can con¬ 
sider it as a very nice appetizer. 

For the real meal, let the zucchini 
blossom-stuffed enchiladas be what you 
partner with the rice and beans—beans 
that are, by the way, so creamy, so smooth 
they will be an unlikely source of plea¬

Roy Hendrickson of Zimzali 


P erched in the Shorebreak Hotel 
in Huntington Beach, Zimzala’s 
bustling exhibition kitchen is part 
lounge, part dining room—and where we 
chat with chef Roy Hendrickson. 

Your earliest food memory: 

Making homemade vanilla ice cream 
at my grandparents’ in Missouri.... I 
remember sitting out on the porch during 
the summer with a B.B. gun, shooting at 
squirrels, and making ice cream in one of 
those little wooden pails that you had to 
dump ice and salt in and just crank it. 
Favorite meal growing up: 

Potato soup with steak sandwiches. 

Your best recent food find: 

Anticucho heart at Peruvian Rotisserie 
Chicken in Huntington Beach. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Lemon juice. A lot of chefs will say the 
balance between seasoning is salt and acid. 
A lot of people don’t think of lemon juice 
as being a very important acid for certain 
things. You’re definitely going to use it for 
dessert or fish dishes, but a lot of people 
don’t think to use it in a braised dish or 
cheese-fondue sauce. People tend to use a 
vinegar for heavier dishes, but citric acid 
does the job and brightens that dish a little 
bit. It also brings out the flavors that are 
hidden by the dish sometimes. 

Please explain Zimzala’s meaning. 

The name comes from the “Riptionary”; 
it’s surf lingo. Zimzala is a free-spirited 
person who finds peace with the sand 
between their toes. 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Avocados. 

How do you compete with surrounding 
establishments? 

I try to have a wide variety of original 
creations that focus a great deal on fresh 
products that most people would not think 
of using because of their uniqueness. At 
the end of the day, I really believe there’s 
not much as a chef you can do that hasn’t 
already been done. It’s about putting your 
own spin on it and making it yours.

One food you can’t live without:

Getting Someplace 

In Sundance winner Ava DuVernay’s Middle of Nowhere, real life flourishes in LA

W hen Ruby (played by the stun¬ 
ning Emayatzy Corinealdi) 
tells the new man in her life 
she likes “indie” movies, it’s both a dec¬ 
laration of identity and a dare. The man, 
Brian (David Oyelowo), a bus driver who 
has politely but persistently pursued 
Ruby after driving her home from her 
overnight nursing shift at an LA hospital 
for months, translates “indie” as “mov¬ 
ies where a brother’s got to read.” This 
is true of the film Ruby inevitably takes 
him to see, Rainer Werner Fassbinder’s 
Ali: Fear Eats the Soul, but in terms of 
barrier to entry for a man entering Fass¬ 
binder’s provocative interracial May- 
December romance unaware, subtitles 
are small potatoes. 

Ruby’s choice of a date-night movie, 
though clearly meant as a test of Brian’s 
open-mindedness, is not really essen¬ 
tial to the plot of Middle of Nowhere, 
which follows Ruby’s identity crisis 
amid the painful, forced realization that 
her marriage to presumed soul mate 
Derek (Omari Hardwick) is not what she 
thought it was. But the movie date, and 
the conversation that sets it up, seems 
crucial to writer/director Ava DuVer¬ 
nay’s larger project. 

The movies Ruby likes, as she warns 
Brian, don’t play in South Los Angeles; 
going to see them requires traveling out of 
their comfort zone, physically and men¬

tally. Indie movies not only don’t play in 
those neighborhoods, but they also don’t 
often reflect them, nor do they custom¬ 
arily focus on the material realities and 
inner lives of characters such as Ruby, a 
working black woman who has put big 
dreams on hold to support her incarcer¬ 
ated husband. In the world of Middle 
of Nowhere, a realistically complicated 
woman such as Ruby, daunted by obsta¬ 
cles both societal and self-generated, can’t 
see herself onscreen. That’s a real-world 


problem that publicist-turned-filmmaker 
DuVernay is working to correct, with this 
movie and with the grassroots distributor 
she founded, African-American Film Fes¬ 
tival Releasing Movement. 

The remarkably self-assured, micro- 
budget Middle, for which DuVernay 
won the Best Director prize at Sundance 
(making her the first African-American 
woman to do so), languidly follows the 
unraveling of a pact made in its first 
scene. With Derek about to begin a sen¬ 


tence of eight years. Ruby declares she’ll 
drop out of medical school so she can 
devote herself to keeping their relation¬ 
ship alive and creating a stable home for 
him to come back to, with the faith he’ll 
earn parole after five years of “good time.” 
He tries to talk her out of pressing pause 
on her future for him, but she’s insistent: 
They’re in this together. “You are me,” 
Ruby tells her husband. “Remember?” 
That his memory is apparently foggier 
than hers is the first red flag that all is not 
right in this union. 

Skip ahead four years. We still don’t 
know why Derek is locked up—DuVer¬ 
nay takes her time revealing what he’s 
accused of, letting us wonder, as we take 
in Ruby’s initially staunch support of her 
man, if he’s actually guilty of anything or 
is merely a casualty of the system—but 
we know that if he has behaved himself, 
he’ll be out of jail in a few months. Yet, 
with the prize so close in sight, Derek 
starts giving signs that he doesn’t want 
it, forcing Ruby to question the bond to 
which she has held herself for almost 
half a decade. The deterioration of Ruby’s 
marriage coincides with the blossoming 
of her attraction to Brian, but it’s not as 
simple as swapping one mate for another; 
both actress and filmmaker bravely leave 
Ruby’s feelings and intentions murky. Call 
this a triumph of both black and female 
characterization, but the truth is it’s rare 
that any American film allows a lead 
character to hold contradictory emotions. 

As with Ruby, DuVernay’s film resists 
easy categorization. Formally, there’s a 
powerful tension between aesthetics and 
content. Although the director demon¬ 
strates a gift for sultry, music-motivated 
montages, the meat of the movie lies in 
its daringly long dialogue scenes. The 
filmmaker’s stolid, unblinking eye serves 
as sharp contrast to Ruby’s impatience 
to claim the life she has been fantasizing 
about. The Aim’s naturalistic perfor¬ 
mances and austere, gray-violet palette 
misdirect from the fact that much of the 
material is psychological; the “real” is 
woven through with heightened flour¬ 
ishes to blur the line between actual and 
imagined truth. A slow-motion-enhanced 
kiss scene, with Corinealdi in top I-don’t- 
give-a-fuck strut, is a startling example 
of DuVernay’s ability to conjure drama 
that at once takes place in a character’s 
head and in a recognizable real world. 

It’s beautifully nuanced and confidently 
ambiguous—and so is the movie.

FLIGHT The yammering about "Oscar 
gold" and Denzel Washington's potential 
three-peat will soon reach a deafening 
pitch, but such noise can only embar¬ 
rass a fine character study like Flight, 
whose prevailing tone is a heavy melan¬ 
choly. The mood is there from the open¬ 
ing, where William "Whip" Whitaker 
(Washington) is waking in a bottle- 
strewn hotel suite, last night's company 
fishing her thong from behind a recliner. 
Much the worse for the wear after his 
long weekend. Whip gets ready for work 
with a snort of coke, and is young again 
as he swaggers into the cockpit for a 
morning flight—Whip, you see, is a com¬ 
mercial-airline captain. It's not Whip's 
shabby state, however, that eventually 
puts his plane into a sudden free fall. 
Drawing on a lifetime of experience. 
Whip improvises a miraculous plan that 
brings craft and passengers down more 
or less safely. In order to hush up a 
medical report of Whip's potent blood- 
alcohol level at the crash scene and to 
coach him through the investigation, 
a lawyer, Hugh Lang (Don Cheadle), is 
brought in to do damage control at the 
behest of the pilot's union rep, Charlie 
Anderson (Bruce Greenwood), an old 
Navy buddy of Whip's and custodian 
of the open secret of his drinking. 
Anderson's opposite is Whip's dealer. 
Marling, played with dirtbag bonhomie by 
John Goodman.

SILENT HILL: REVELATION Darkness 
is always chasing Heather (Adelaide 
Clemens), but, unfortunately, it takes 
94 tedious minutes before Silent Hill: 
Reve/at/on finally fades to black. Michael 
J. Bassett's sequel to Christophe Gans's 
freaky, underrated 2006 original is an 
unholy creation divided between gro¬ 
tesque set pieces and endless exposi¬ 
tion, the latter so consuming and mind- 
numbing that this is less a nightmare 
than an afternoon nap. Lured to ash- 
snowing dreamland Silent Hill after her 
dad (Sean Bean) is kidnapped. Heather 
searches for him through a creepy 
asylum, a nasty amusement park, and 
countless hallways with rotting walls, 
along the way contending with faceless, 
limbless creatures and cleaver-wielding 
nurses—all shot by Bassett with the 
maximum of gimmicky 3-D effects in 
which blades and decapitated heads 
fly off the screen. When not fleeing 
mutants. Heather blabs on and on about 
Silent Hill's ruling demon (and the convo¬ 
luted mythology that links her to it) with 
a bland love interest (Kit Harington) and 
a trio of actors—Malcolm McDowell, 
Carrie-Anne Moss, and Deborah Kara 
Linger—whose sole purpose is to wear 
ratty, silly hobo costumes. With horror 
altogether absent and a plot drowning 
in insipid convolutions, it's a film whose 
early warning to Heather should be 
heeded: "Don't go to Silent Hill." (R) Nick 
Schager.

WRECK-IT RALPH It's hard out there for 
a video game villain—always being 
attacked, never given the benefit of the 
doubt, and forever pigeonholed. Such 
is the fate of Wreck-lt Ralph (John C. 
Reilly), the bad guy in an old-school 
arcade game. With gigantic hands, 
a round face, and overalls strapped 
over one shoulder, Ralph resembles 


a human Donkey Kong, and after 30 
years of his smash-and-growl routine, 
he has grown tired of his station in life. 
At a therapy session for like-minded 
scoundrels including Super Mario Bros.' 
Bowser and Street Fighter's Zangief and 
M. Bison, Ralph wonders aloud why 
he can't ever be the hero. A Pac-Man 
ghost responds, "We can't change who 
we are." With bouncy CG that's given 
greater depth by 3-D, director Rich 
Moore's film blends the secret-lives- 
of-toys reality of Toy Story with the 
self-actualization vibe of Bolt, with the 
former proving far more electric than 
the latter. There's an invigorating energy 
to the first 20 minutes, with Reilly's ho- 
hum-glum narration hilariously estab¬ 
lishing Ralph's discontent, and Ralph's 
travels through the game world marked 
by one winning cameo after another, 
including 2-D icons Pac-Man (detested 
by Ralph) and Q*Bert (now homeless). 
Thus, it's disappointing to find Wreck-lt 
Ralph squandering the opportunities it 
sets up, retreating into static be-your- 
self territory when Ralph gets stranded 
in a cart-racing game with a smart- 
talking teen (Sarah Silverman) to save. 
Wreck-lt Ralph's themes don't develop 
by branching out in wild, unpredict¬ 
able ways; instead, they become nar¬ 
rower and more monotonous, perhaps 
replicating the fundamental nature of 
'80s-era games, which were predicted 
on basic, repetitive action. (PG) Nick 
Schager.

FUN SIZE Gossip Girl and The O.C., Josh 
Schwartz's teen TV shows, are sly bait 
and switches. Both are easily market¬ 
able for their hot (mess) fashion-plate 
stars, wide-eyed luxury fetishism, soapy 
season arcs, and savvy self-reference, 
but both are also old-fashioned in the 
primacy they put on the family. Fun Size, 
which Schwartz directed and produced 
from a screenplay by Max Werner, lacks 
both the glossy finish of his prime-time 
serials—^the setting is Cleveland; the 
dress code is bargain-store Halloween 
chic—and the razor-sharpness of 
the dialogue. But the Schwartz touch 
applies: In the guise of a narrowly 
targeted tween flick, he has delivered 
a smart and emotionally satisfying slice 
of wish fulfillment. Played by Victoria 
Justice, whose coltish stature and wide- 
featured beauty recalls a graphic novel 
rendition of Winnie Cooper, Wren is a 
senior with her sights set on skipping 
town for NYU, the alma mater of her 
recently deceased dad. Wren is forced 
to patrol her gluttonous brother Albert's 
(Jackson Nicoll) night of trick or treat¬ 
ing but loses him in a haunted house; 
Roosevelt (Thomas Mann), a debate 
captain with a crush, agrees to chauf¬ 
feur the search party. Cruising, bruising, 
first kisses, and life lessons follow. The 
influence of John Hughes movies is felt 
everywhere, and like its inspirations. Fun 
Size revolves around what is in essence 
an allegorical battle for the family's soul: 
Will they stand proud as the lovable 
freaks that they are? The presiding spirit 
is that of the Beastie Boys song that 
plays at a crucial moment, "Fight for 
Your Right to Party," a raunchy yet inno¬ 
cent celebration of harmless rebellion. 
(PG-13) Karina Longworth. Countywide. 

LOOPER Early on in Rian Johnson's 
time-travel thriller Looper, Joe (Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt) sits at a diner and chats 
with his self from 30 years in the future 
(Bruce Willis). When the younger Joe 
asks the older one about the specifics 
of temporal displacement, the latter dis¬ 
misses the question, telling his interlocu¬ 
tor what a waste of time it would be to 
sit there all day drawing "diagrams with 
straws." Johnson would agree. A mind- 
fuck movie less interested in geeking 
out on the details of time travel than in 


investigating the moral implications of a 
charged situation grounded in character, 
Looper no sooner lays out the ground of 
its setup (in almost didactically precise 
voiceovers) than it turns its characters 
loose to make their own life-altering 
choices. Johnson's borrowings are obvi¬ 
ous, whether in the plotting (recent sci-fi 
mind-fuckers like Primer and Timecrimes 
vie with elements of noir and Bad Seed- 
style bad toddler behavior), the settings 
(the dystopian city of the future is drawn 
from countless cinematic models), or 
specific touches (the hired thugs in 2072 
dress like spaghetti western bandits). 

But Looper nonetheless satisfies wholly 
on the level of dramatic necessity. 
Thrilling in its deft juggling of complex 
narrative elements, utterly clear in its 
presentation and unfolding with what 
feels like serious moral purpose, Looper 
favors the human scale over abstract 
philosophizing or meta-cinematic 
frippery. For Johnson, the inveterate 
pasticheur, it qualifies as a significant 
step forward. (R) Andrew Schenker. 
Countywide. 

PARANORMAL ACTIVITY 4 Are you an 

electronics moron? Are you incapable of 
shooting a cell phone video, much less 
managing the intricacies of a Web cam 
chat? Congratulations! Your ineptitude 
guarantees that you'll never be haunted 
by the vain ghosts and demons that 
stalk the video-savvy humans of the 
Paranormal Activity f ilms. This time Ben 
(Matt Shively), loyal boyfriend to the 
lovely Alex (Kathryn Newton), age 15, 
has mad A/V skills, and he sets video 
cameras up in every room of his girl's 
suburban Nevada home. Alex hopes 
the cameras will document her suspi¬ 
cion that the creepy little neighbor boy 
staying with her family has "brought 
something with him" into the house. As 
always, we the audience witness much 
more of the footage than its subjects, so 
poor Alex never sees herself, for exam¬ 
ple, floating above her own bed while 
sound asleep. Screenwriter Christopher 
Landon, along with co-directors Henry 
Joost and Ariel Schulman, make a truly 
lame attempt at establishing a super¬ 
natural mythology to explain all this, but 
their real energies go to amping up the 
jarring sound cues, darting shadows, 
and last-shot shocker (so goofily weird 
this time that you'll laugh out loud) that 
make this franchise a perennial crowd- 
pleaser. (R) Chuck Wilson. Countywide. 

SEVEN PSYCHOPATHS Writer/director 
Martin McDonagh contrives to have his 
hero, an Irish screenwriter with the "get 
it" name Marty (Colin Farrell), dressed 
down for his inability to write women 
who aren't just there to be murdered. 
That complaint is certainly true of Seven 
Psychopaths, and McDonagh's joking 
about it is an old rogue's trick: Admitting 
to rakish behavior before purchases 
leniency for future offenses. So, yes, this 
is boys' stuff, but of the best possible 
sort: A screenwriter and his somewhat- 
touched actor bud (Sam Rockwell, in 
stoned-Dana Carvey mode) find seven 
stories from seven psychopaths to fill 
out a screenplay Marty has titled—^just 
guess—but hasn't written. A dog¬ 
napping Christopher Walken gets in bad 
with raging gangster Woody Harrelson 
and eventually does the one last great 
thing you can't believe no other movie 
has ever thought to have Christopher 
Walken do: drop peyote at Joshua Tree. 
Tom Waits shows up. There are flash¬ 
backs to absurd crime sprees, fabulist 
tales of murderers who might make the 
in-film screenplay, a serial killer on the 
loose, more sawn-open corpses than 
in a good Fangoria, and the characters' 
attempt to avoid the ending that a movie 
like Seven Psychopaths must have. The 
film opens up as its leads flee to the 
desert, becoming thoughtful, expansive, 
and funnier than ever, something like 
Pirandello or Duck Amuck. Remember 


the shitty crime comedies every 
Hollywood brat tried to make after Pulp 
Fiction? It took an Irish playwright to get 
it right. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

SINISTER In a neat bit of poaching. 

Sinister uses a premise borrowed from 
anti-horror pundits—the idea that some 
images can't be unseen once seen, are 
poison without antidote—as the basis of 
a proficient, rattling horror story. Ellison 
Dswalt (Ethan Hawke), a "true crime" 
writer who has been 10 years without a 
hit, moves his wife and two young'uns 
into a house whose previous tenants 
were mysteriously slaughtered, hoping 
to get a lead on the family's still-missing 
daughter. That Dswalt manages to 
keep this bit of history secret from wife 
(Juliet Rylance) for as long as he does 
strains belief, but in every other respect, 
Hawke's taut performance—lightly paro¬ 
dying his own career doldrums while 


playing an egotistical hack who's a close 
cousin of John Cassavetes's self-loath¬ 
ing actor in Rosemary's Baby—is totally 
credible. A trove of profane 8mm home 
movies that Dswalt discovers in the attic 
links the events he's investigating to a 
series of children's disappearances, 
occult murders, and a corpse-painted 
boogeyman, as the addictive snuff imag¬ 
ery infects the house with mischievous 
spirits who, in one of many inventively 
crawly scenes, hide-and-go-seek scam¬ 
per through the halls around worry- 
seamed and whiskey-addled Dswalt. 
Dpposite Hawke, Vincent D'Dnofrio and 
James Ransone contribute excellent 
supporting bits, the latter as a comic- 
relief deputy, offbeat funny without 
resorting to obvious Keystone laughs, 
scarcely diluting the film's sickish sense 
of a horror that begins at home. (R) Nick 
Pinkerton.

Hunger Artists plays Rag 
and Bone for the humanity 
instead of hilarity, 
to uneven results

J erry Patch, the longtime dramaturge 
at South Coast Repertory (he split 
SCR about seven years ago), once 
remarked that every great play, along with 
lots of shitty ones, is about home. Whether 
it’s about finding it, losing it, missing it, liv¬ 
ing in a fucked-up one, or simply remem¬ 
bering it, home is the heart that regulates 
the pulse of most plays. That’s absolutely 
the case with Noah Haidle’s Rag and Bone. 
Its six primary characters are all desper¬ 
ately searching for a home, from a poet 
trying to carve one out from the terrible 
beauty he senses around him to a pimp 
whose mother died while birthing him. 

But while the essence of Haidle’s play 
may embody a universal quest for home, 
the journey in Rag and Bone is unlike any 
other. The world his characters inhabit 
is one in which whores spout Faulkner, 
ladders climb toward heaven and heart 
transplants are as easy to pull off as making 
an omelet. It’s a bizarre world cooked up 
in the frenetic imagination of a pla 5 rwright 
who is no stranger to OC stages. (In March, 
SCR will mount its fourth Haidle play in the 
past seven years.) But while it was first pro¬ 
duced in 2005, around the same as two of 
those plays. Princess Marjorie and Mr. Mar¬ 
malade, this feels like a much earlier work 
from a playwright whose execution hadn’t 
quite caught up to his ambition. 

It’s an ungainly sprawl, its lack of focus 
reminiscent of the old “Andy Capp” comic 
strips in which Andy and his wife brawl 
in a furious cloud with fists and feet and 
rolling pins sticking out. There’s a lot 
going on, but we’re never quite sure who’s 
doing what to whom. What we do know 


is that two brothers own a ladder shop, 
and one of them, George (a strong Steven 
Sullivan), sells human hearts on the black 
market. How he gets those hearts is never 
clearly established, but the people whose 
hearts are ripped from them don’t die; 
they just drift along in a state of ennui. 

One of those is the Poet (a fragile and 
funny Adam Poynter), who begins the play 
with a gaping hole in his chest. A sassy 
hooker (Angelique Pivoine, who turns a 
stereot 5 q)e into a flesh-and-blood charac¬ 
ter) takes pity on him and gives him a blow- 
job on the house. In a chance conversation 
with the other brother from the ladder 
shop, Jeff (a simple yet deceptively deep 
Lee Samuel Tangg), the unnamed hooker 
realizes where the poet’s heart is. She and 
her pimp, T-Bone (Chrisgen Whitfield, who 
also elevates his character above stereo¬ 


type), decide to retrieve it. Unfortunately, 
the poet’s heart has been transplanted into 
the body of an arrogant millionaire (a deli¬ 
ciously corrupt Larry Purtell), complicating 
an already-dicey affair. 

There is a large streak of dark humor in 
the play, but director Jenni Dillon rarely 
manages to strike the appropriate tone 
to mine all that humor. Her use of acous¬ 
tic music from the Black Keys and early 
Kings of Leon during scene transitions 
lends a somber, foreboding atmosphere to 
the proceedings, and the pace is more of 
a trot than the sprint this bizarre comedy 
seems to require. When so many ideas 
and eccentricities are whirling about, it’s 
best to just let them fly. Lingering too long 
on them forces the audience to engage 
with everything that’s happening. And in 
an undercooked play such as this one, in 


which the whole never quite equals the 
sum of its parts, giving too much time to 
trying to figure out what is really going on 
works against its freewheeling nature. 

But while Dillon doesn’t smooth over the 
script’s deficiencies, primarily the rocky 
relationship between its gallows humor and 
its heartfelt empathy, she absolutely suc¬ 
ceeds in making us care deeply for the char¬ 
acters. With the exception of a subservient 
waiter in Bermuda who transforms into 
a bitch-slapping pimp (Mark Rosier in a 
wonderfully effective turn), the play’s seven 
other characters somehow seem achingly 
real in such an abnormal universe. That’s 
a credit to the performers, obviously, but 
marshaling her troops onto the same page 
is a major accomplishment for Dillon. This 
is the t 5 q)e of helter-skelter play that could 
easily go awry, with actors spinning off into 
their own orbits. But the focus on their 
relationships with one another keeps things 
grounded, even if the terrain is a bit rocky. 

Now, if this seems a bit contradictory— 
the pace is too slow to capture all the funny 
but just right to make us care about the 
characters—you’re right. In a play such as 
Rag and Bone, in which the script careens 
from moments of lunacy to deep introspec¬ 
tion, a director must decide whether to 
push the accelerator or slam on the brakes. 
The choice here is to slow it down and 
focus on the play’s humanity rather than 
its hilarity. That makes for an empathetic 
journey, but not the most entertaining one. 

Still, bravo to Hunger Artists for taking a 
stab at Haidle. He’s one of the more imagi¬ 
native pla 5 wrights working in American 
theater, and unfortunately, theater will 
probably lose him soon (his first feature 
film. Stand Up Guys, starring Al Pacino and 
Christopher Walken, comes out early next 
year). Rag and Bone may be underdevel¬ 
oped and far from his best, but it’s still a 
testament to his startling creativity.

Jerome LOL makes beats designed for a wandering California road trip

F ew producers thrive on sonic 

dichotomy as much as Jerome LOL. 
In fact, you could say his ability to 
contradict himself in every track is a big 
part of why we like him. The titles of some 
of his recently released tracks—“Forever/ 
Never,” “Happy/Sad,” “Dawn/Dusk”— 
reflect his compulsion to mesh together 
warring parts of his personality into a 
well-choreographed flurry of blips, beeps, 
samples and head-bobbing psychedelics. 
His work is sweet and symphonic, murky 
and ambient, blustering and minimalist. In 
a lot of ways, his eclectic need to have it all 
in one song is emblematic of his California 
(specifically, LA) upbringing. On any given 
day in this state, you can commute from 
city to city and come across a multitude of 
emotions, backdrops and temperatures. 

“There are so many different aspects of 
California, but there still is an intangible 
California feeling that connects every¬ 
thing,” he says. “I think the space, the 
weather and the overall vibe really influ¬ 
ence the type of music I have been mak¬ 
ing.” Despite roving all over the Golden 
State for years, it was in SoCal where the 
artist born Jerome Potter began delving 
into music. Growing up, he listened to ’80s 
music on his parents’ car stereos, ingest¬ 
ing the easy-to-love, rock-god acts of his 
generation, plus FM power-pop acts such 
as Weezer. In the beginning, everything 
was just a hobby. It wasn’t until a break 
during college that he moved on to tinker¬ 
ing around with the music program Able- 
ton Live, learning to create and craft with 
nothing but his laptop. 


Potter met Canadian Markus Garcia 
via an online forum, and in 2008, they 
began collaborating as LOL Boys, no easy 
feat considering the almost 3,000 miles 
separating them. Thanks to that suc¬ 
cessful pairing. Potter attained enough 
exposure to lay down a foundation for an 
online fan base off the strength of tracks 
such as “Changes,” which quickly lit up 
the blogosphere. What initially had been 
“a kind of experiment in collaborating 
over the Internet” was now a creative 
muscle recognized by tastemakers such 
as FADER, Pitchfork and XLR8R.

Upholding a workable creative process 
through borders and boundaries proved to 
be difficult to manage, though; it wasn’t too 
long after their online breakthrough the 
LOL Boys amicably split. “We had a really 
great journey during the past four years, 
but the long-distance thing was really hard, 
and we felt we had accomplished our goals 
during the project,” Potter says. 

Immediately following the “indefinite 
hiatus” of his collective project with Garcia, 
Potter didn’t waste any of the buzz he accu¬ 
mulated. He continued pushing out new 
releases, racked up tons of performances, 
and maintained his presence through 


online interviews and social media. 

Now, he has a full-fledged career of 
his own and co-runs the dance-music 
label Body High alongside friend and 
like-minded colleague Samo Sound Boy. 

To date, he has four two-part original 
productions to his credit and a label with 
10 releases this year alone. His own work 
seems to represent almost every facet of 
modern music relevant to his side of the 
Pacific and the world at large, and his label 
has released songs indebted to ever 5 l;hing 
from UK.-based bass to more homegrown 
flavors such as house and southern crunk. 

His releases unfold as though they 
were tailor-made for long drives down 
an empty interstate, and he says he loves 
taking a finished product and just “driv¬ 
ing around aimlessly” as it plays. When it 
comes to creating music. Potter says, the 
mad-scientist part of his craft leads him 
in unexpected directions. Look no further 
than his own description of the sound that 
erupts from his laptop. “Mix pop, house, 
jazz and some tears in a blender,” he says. 
“Pour it in an empty Top Ramen cup, then 
put the cup in a microwave and hit pop¬ 
corn.” Sounds like a recipe for success.

Days of Future Past 

Synth-wave daydreanner Com Truise 
explores the ’ 80 s and beyond

S cience-fiction films and electronic 
music had their first make-out ses¬ 
sion in 1956. That year marked the 
arrival of Forbidden Planet, a sci-fi flick 
that happened to sport an all-electronic 
score. Since then, electronic music has 
augmented heaps of the genre’s movies, 
including 197rs The Andromeda Strain 
and 1982’s Blade Runner. In 2010, Daft 
Punk scored Tron: Legacy; next year, M83 
will provide the soundtrack to the Tom 
Cruise thriller Oblivion. 

Ghostly International’s 2011 release of 
Com Truise’s Galactic Melt marked a logi¬ 
cal lateral step in that cross-pollination of 
media and themes. Under his self-avowed 
“mid-fi, synth-wave, slow-motion funk” 
alias of Com, producer Seth Haley visual¬ 
ized a movie—one that’s still unfilmed— 
and then penned its score. “For the most 
part, it was good to have a story to go with 
[the music] because it’s keeping me focused 
for the future,” says the Princeton, New 
Jersey-based 27-year-old who is a devout 
sci-fi acolyte himself (In a 2011 interview, 
Haley claimed to watch Blade Runner once 
a week.) “The story made me create my 
own guidelines for where I want to go.” 

Galactic Melt’s plot is roughly sketched 
and close to impossible for an unsuspect¬ 
ing listener to pick up on (Com Truise 
is heavy on the instrumentals), but the 
album does have a premise. It follows the 
first synthetic astronaut (i.e., an android) 
making his inaugural journey into 
space. Colorful, technobabble-like track 
titles such as “VHS Sex,” “Flightwave,” 
“Hyperlips” and “Futureworld” may 
help you to connect a little more to your 
own constellations. Opener “Terminal” 
emulates the feel of entering and start¬ 
ing a spaceship up—“how the technology 
would look, what the buttons would look 
like, what sounds [the ship] would make 
when you press the buttons”—and “Cath¬ 
ode Girls” is about the astronaut commu¬ 
nicating with his Earth-bound girlfriend 
through the television. 


In sonic and visual means. Galactic Melt 
is as undoubtedly in debt to the 1980s as 
it is to sci-fi. Vintage synthesizers, drum 
machines and keyboards abound (Haley 
uses modern tools when necessary, but 
you’d be hard-pressed to pinpoint those 
moments), and its sparkly, loopy sound 
could pass for Kraftwerk, Brian Eno or 
a progressive rock band obsessing with 
the future from their decade’s vantage 
point. The album’s abstract cover art feels 
fundamentally ’80s, too, with its thin lines 
and minimalist pastel palette. Haley, who 
comes from an advertising background, 
designs all of Corn’s graphics himself, 
aiming to translate sounds into pictures. 

“I find my music to be simple—not too 
complex. It’s a little bit sloppy, but to me, 
it sounds very geometric,” he says. 

Astonishingly, all this comes from 
someone who once considered himself 
“anti-’80s, for the most part.” Haley’s 
infatuation with electronica is rooted in 
the late 1990s with the Chemical Broth¬ 
ers’ Dig Your Own Hole and drum and 
bass. Since getting serious about this 
style, he has created a lot of music under 
a lot of names—among others. Sarin 
Sunday, Airliner and SYSTM—but never 
cared for ’80s aesthetics until having an 
epiphany in late 2009. (He started work¬ 
ing as Com Truise shortly thereafter.) 

This past July, Ghostly issued In 
Decay, a collection of odds and ends 
from Com Truise’s early days, but those 
songs don’t follow the sci-fi storyline 
cultivated on Galactic Melt—and that has 
become a vital priority for Haley. “I defi¬ 
nitely have the stepping stones for the 
next release,” he says of his forthcom¬ 
ing EP, “and then I’ll have to formulate 
where else this android will go.”

I t's amazing how transformative a DJ name 
can be, even a ridiculous one. Half of the 
Newport Beach-based duo Sex Panther, 
Ryan Fontana says he settled on the name 
last year, hoping to distinguish himself from 
the rest of the EDM jungle. 

"I told a girl I was dating at the time I 
wanted to change my DJ name to Sex Pan¬ 
ther, and she told me, 'No, because all the 
girls will want to have sex with you,"' recalls 
Fontana. As if it would be just that easy. Well, 
turns out, it kinda was. After launching his 
EDM duo under the semi-erotic moniker, 
Fontana and partner Aaron Cool have been 
packing clubs from Las Vegas to Brazil with 
women who are fiends for their sweaty, 
champagne-spraying, hair-swinging stage 
presence bolstered by beats oozing with dirty 
low-end and sharp melodies. And unlike the 
name's reference to Bryan Fantana's putrid¬ 
smelling cologne in Anchorman, 100 percent 
of the time, their music works... every time. 

But before embarking on their Sex Pan¬ 
ther journey, Fontana and Cool were just 
two regular guys who loved EDM, attending 
every show and festival they could. They 
both played guitar, and Cool (born Aaron 
Pruss) played the piano as a child. Fontana, 
a Hawaii-bred entrepreneur, moved to 
Orange County to attend Chapman Uni¬ 
versity, focusing on film production. While 
working for the Gotta Dance Dirty music blog 
on some nightlife video projects early last 
year, he found they ran a weekly club night 
at Avalon in Hollywood. 

On impulse, he bugged the creator of 
the blog to let him have a crack at manning 
the decks. To his surprise, the founder of 
Gotta Dance Dirty agreed to it. It was then 
that Fontana encountered his first obstacle 


in becoming an internationally known DJ: 
knowing howto deejay. For the two days 
leading up to the show, he went to Guitar 
Center for hours to teach himself. Newport 
Beach native Cool, a far-more-experienced 
selector, came into the store randomly, and 
they struck up a conversation. "I was like, 

'I'll give you some drink tickets if you come 
to Avalon Friday," says Fontana. 

"We never had the specific intent of 
starting a DJ duo," adds Cool. Yet here they 
are, headlining shows as Sex Panther a 
little more than a year later, including a tour 
in Brazil. 

Fontana and Cool got their big break while 
playing the major clubs in DC. In addition to 
being known for their energetic party-mode 
performances and electrifying progressive 
house sound, their wacky personalities and 
incredible raw talents create a bacchanal that 
epitomizes light-hearted hedonism at its finest. 

Sex Panther's ingenious brand of big¬ 
room house remixes and bootlegs thrives 
on teasing with high pitches, laser zaps 
and thrusting bass that allows them to, 
uh, figuratively fuck the crowd. Their sole 
purpose is to take advantage of their fans, 
even if it means pouring shots down their 
throats—a habit at almost any show they 
play. Of course, behind all these fun and 
games are two tireless technicians who are 
killers when it comes to their craft. Their 
current bootleg package includes songs 
such as "Lost In the Sun & Moon" and "Epic 
Sandstorm," which continue to make waves 
among the EDM elite. They even gave a 
set to Dutch DJ Nicky Romero when they 
shared a flight back from Vegas. 

With a collaboration release with Brian 
Matrix titled "The Beginning" on Beatport, 
iTunes and Amazon and another original 
track, "Right Now," soon to be released. Sex 
Panther are inserting themselves (sorry, too 
easy) into the national spotlight and climbing 
the charts. Theirfaces are on billboards on 
the Las Vegas Strip, yet they stay humble, 
partying with fans after gigs. This Friday, they 
will continue to spread their love for house 
music in typical Sex Panther fashion at Holly¬ 
wood hotspot Blok before coming back to DC 
in December for a gig at the Yost Theater.

So I was innocently browsing the personal ads 
on Craigslist and saw one from a dude who was 
looking to try "saline balls" for the first time. 
Having no idea what this was, I Googled it. 

Even worse, I Google-imaged it. I pride myself 
on being unshockable, but I was completely and 
utterly mortified at what I saw. With that said, 
my copious Internet searching failed to yield the 
answers to the basic/most important questions: 
(1) What is the procedure/process for salining 
one's balls? (2) What about it turns the saliner/ 
salinee on? (3) How long does the effect last? 

(4) Can it be (God forbid) irreversible? 

Completely Utterly Mortified 

“The technical name for what CUM is ask¬ 
ing about is ‘scrotal inflation/” says Dart, a 
leatherman, BDSM/kink educator and host of 
the Dart’s Domain podcast. “It’s a type of body- 
modification play in which the scrotum is 
infused with approximately 500 milliliters to 
1 liter of saline solution via an IV drip, which 
results in the balls appearing to have enlarged 
to the size of a pair of grapefruits.” 

Saline, of course, is simply salt water, and 
sterile saline solutions are administered intra¬ 
venously to dehydrated patients so that they 
don’t, you know, die. But some people—like 
the guys your Craigslist friend was seek¬ 
ing out—engage in recreational saline play. 

But they’re not putting saline in their balls; 
they’re putting saline in their ball sacks. 

“The skin of the sack has a great deal of 
elasticity and can safely stretch to this large 
size without incurring damage,” says Dart. 
Balls, of course, are not noted for their elas¬ 
ticity, and they can burst. 

“While this is a more extreme form of kink 
play, if done under sterile conditions with 
hospital-grade materials, it can be accom¬ 
plished with a minimal risk,” says Dart. “No 
one should experiment with scrotal inflation 
without some experienced guidance, and 
no one should do it alone. Some of the risks 
include local infection and cellulitis, which 
can occur from a lack of sterility. There can 
also be dangerous problems if any air was 
present in the tubing of the IV during the 
infusion. But again, if proper precautions are 
taken, these risks can be avoided.” 

The inflation process takes about an hour, 
the effect lasts for a day or two, and the sack 
gradually returns to normal size as the saline 
is absorbed into the body. So the process is 
always reversible—so long as you’re inflating 
your sack with saline and not, say, silicone, 
Spackle or packing peanuts. Your sack may be 
a little looser afterward, but you’re not going 
to be stuck with a giant sack forever. 

As for why this is a turn-on, well, turn-ons 
are highly subjective. 

“The turn-on answer varies from person 
to person,” says Dart. “For some, there is a 
certain rush from temporarily modifying a 
part of their body to a ‘monstrous’ size. Oth¬ 
ers have ‘medical play’ fantasies. In a power- 
exchange setting between a dominant and a 
submissive, the dom may get off on ‘altering’ 
a part of the sub’s body against the sub’s 
will, while the sub may get turned on by the 
humiliation aspect. It’s a wide spectrum. As I 
say, it’s not for everyone. But many, including 
myself, have engaged in it safely and had a 
pretty fun time doing it.”
